But the old lady evidently picked up a 
handful of loose papers that wero lying' 
about and' went at onco to tho kitchen 
range where a 'hot fire was blazing nnd 
attempted to put the paper in the fire, 
and it is supposed that in using her 
apron to open tho stove her clothing 
caught on fire. 

Mrs. Stickles had been sweeping only 
a few moments when she was alarmed at 
tho screams of her two small grandchild- 
ren and rushing to the kitchen she wm 
horrified to behold her "mother standing 
in the kitchen door wrapped in Ramos.

Pretty Hard to Utilize Elephants 
Generating Electricity. 

A correspondent In India has sent 
us a copy of the following Inquiry that 
has been received from a native pub- 
lic works department: "Wo have a 
number of elephants In the State. I 
propose to utilize them In working 
dynamos for six hours every day nnd 
generating electricity, to store It In 
batteries and use -It at night for light- 
ing streets. I shall feel obliged If you 
will ploaso give me tho Information 
required In the statement nccompany- 
Ing: 1. How many electrical units will 
an elephant of ordinary strength, 
working six hours, produce? 2, Cost 
of dynamos required, 3. Cost of gear 
required to work It by elephants. 4, 
Cost of battery to store tho electri- 
city.- 

The mechanical equivalent of tbe 
power of an elephant Is probnbly 
known In India, but we have not been 
nble to find it In textbooks published 
hero. Probably, as compared with 
that of a horse, It varies as their re- 
spective weights . A central station 
containing a score of elephants walk- 
ing round like mill horses, or climbing 
ramps that slipped away under their 
feet, would bo rather a painful , spec- 
tacle. Apart from this, however, we 
boo no way In wbleh the onterprlBlng 
department In question could utilize 
the source of power at their disposal. 
We do not suppose elephants could be 
trained to raise water In their trunks 
and spurt It on & Pelton wheel; and 
as we have no means of calculating 
thg force of a jet of this kind, we" are 
not able to recommend this means. — 
Engineering.

TROUBLE OVER SCHOOL FUND. 

Stato Auditor McCullough has made tbe 
annual apportionment of tbe state school 
funds, the basis this Tear being tblrty-one 
cents for every child In the state under the 
age of 21, Waukegan *s ebore is ?1,5*46.02, 
white that for' tbe entire county is just 
05,589.61. 

Tbe apportionment is made on the basis 
of tho last county school census, that of 
last year. Warrants are issued by the 
state official on tho county treasurer who 
has the money subject to the call of the 
town treasurer. 

Trouble is expected' in regard to the sum 
apportioned for Zion City schools, the 
amount being 83116.38. Residents will no 
doubt contest this, the validity of .this sum, 
because Zion City pupils have not received 
tho legal amount of schooling out of tho 
year, six months, and because Benton peo- 
ple assert that the bulk of this amount wilt 
go to support three schools with the num- 
ber of pupils in all together at below 80, 
This leaves tho rank and file- of the pupils 
to be taken core. of by the city and the 
church. In fact it is stated that most of 
tbe Zion City children ore in the church 
schoals anyway. It is tho allegation of 
citizens that the schools have not. been 
running for the legal six months. For 
those reasons the appropriation will be 
contested and the matter is expected to 
come before Sapt. Gaggin at any time.

Paul H. Layman, night operator at tho 
Leighton station on tbe Wisconcin Central 
railroad, killed himself at seven o'clock 
last Friday morning; by placing to bis head 
a revolver of large caliber and blowing otf; 
his brains. 

Layman was in bed at the. time, in his 
room in the Bobert Lill home, where he 
boarded. His action ia entirely unaccount- 
ed for, and word is awaited from his rel- 
atives at Monticelio, Ind., to determine a 
possible cause for the deed. 

Layman had worked at Leighton since 
December, boarding with the Lill familv. 
To Mrs. Lill he confided his desire to be- 
come an evangelist and would at times 
weep in bis despondency over the seeming 
impossibility of realizing hie ambition. Js 

He had resigned bis position : as opera- 
tor and the man had arrived the Saturday 
previous who waa to take his place which 
seemed a relief to Layman, as he had tired 
of the work. 

The revolver with which the deed was 
committed is described by Coroner Taylor 
as of the lamest caliber be had ever seen, 
and tbe top of Layman's head was com- 
pletely blown off by its discharge. 

At the inquest a verdict of suicide was 
returned and the body wag held awaiting 
arrival of relatives, who had been notified 
by wire. 

THE PAY OF SUPEBYISOBS 

Attorney General Stead holds that the 
law which went into effect July let, lost, 
increasing the pay for supervisors from 
•1.60 to 82 per day does not apply to sup- 
ervisors who were elected nhd qualified 
before July 1st last year. 

The attorney general ata'o says that tho 
S2 per diem for the commissioners of high- 
ways, in effect July 1st, .1805, applies only 
to these commissioners who shall be elected 
at tho approaching spring election. High- 
way Commissioners elected last spring will 
not receive mora than this amount during 
their terms of office unless the town board 
of auditors decide to allow them more.

Smoldering Discontent Culmi- 
nates In Dramatic Meeting: 
In Which Voliva Takes 
Up the Reins 

John Alexander Dowie's star has set. 
Self-styled divine apostle and founder of 
perhaps the most remarkable religious 
movement of the modern times, bo was 
shorn of his leadership Sunday afternoon 
In a highly dramatic meeting held in Zion 
City the north shore community of hia 
sect. 

Formally and emphatically repudiated 
by tbe chiefs who have stood by him for 
years, denounced by his wife, who has 
been at his right hand from the beginning 
diserled by bis son, branded as a fraud 
and jeered at as insane, the aged leader 
of Zion was pulled down from the high 
place he has made for himself as chief — 
and a young man, to whom, he but a few 
weeks ago delegated all power as hia lieu- 
tenant, assumed the purple of authority. 

Deputy Overseer, Wilbur Glen Voliva, 
cost off Dowie and Dowiesm and received 
the unanimous support of all the former 
followers of the Apostle. Dowie was 
openly denounced by practically all of the 
officials of the church us having deceived 
and defrauded tbe people and having 
shamefully wasted their money in extrava- 
gance. 

Mrs. Dowie repudiated her husband, 
and in passionate terms told how she had 
been wronged nnd abused by him, By 
John G. Speicher, tho former overseer 
nnd once second in command to Dowie, 
who was recently deposed peremptorily, 
Dowie woe declared insane, and Mrs, 
Dowie in her address upheld that decfara- 
tion, 

Gladstone Dowie cast hia lot with his 
mother and Voliva. and not one in the 
v out congregation failed rise and pledge 
himself on the side of the new leader when 
Voliva called for a rising vote as to which 
they would follow— himself or Dowie. 

The storm that resulted in Dowio'a un- 
doing broke in consequense of an 800-word 
telegram from Dowie who is in Mexico in 
which he peremptorily ordered the im- 
mediate discharge of Deacon Alexander 
Granger, financial manager of Zion, who 
bus been one of the most aggressive leaders 
in the effort to restore the fi nancial equilib- 
rium of Zion City. He also announced in 
tbe telegram that a letter would follow 
in which other officials were named for 
deposition. 

The telegram wbich cost 990. was re- 
ceived by Overseer Voliva Saturday mora- 
ing and be at once called a meeting of tbe 
Zion Council of twelve to determine wheth- 
er the yoke of Do wieism. should longer be 
endured. 

They . confered all day, Saturday, and 
after a short recnes reassembled in the eve- 
ning and continued in session until mid- 
night. When the meeting closed it had 
been decided that the time had come to 
declare independence from tbe man who 
bos ruled his followers with an iron hand 
every since his advent, in whose name 
every foot of land in Zion and every in- 
dustry and utility stands under the law, 
nnd who by hia financial methods, bos im- 
povreisbed an entire community,

' There Is Oj right time and a wrong 
time to prune each plaat, but few 
amateurs can distinguish between 
them. Also certain trees do not need 
pruning nt all, *

berry, most woody splrcas.' 

Head buck when dormant: noses, 
cclmntls,-fiplrea sorblfolln, hydrninigen. 

Largs flowering trees not requiring' 
pruning: Acsculus (horse chestnut), 
norbiis Bambuclfolla, cutalpa, sorbus 
Americana (American ash), llrlodcn*. 
dron (tulip poplar), parln, sorbus 
grand I flora, pyrus nrla (white bean 
tree), sorbus elnnocarpn, roblnn, clad- 
rastla, tlugtorla (Vlrgllln tree), sopho- 
ra, sorbus aneupnrla (mountain ash).

Where uwhie nre ralBcd In BUdleJeht 
numbers so that they nre herded la 
small luelosuivH, It Is essential to 
change these lots yearly If one would 
avoid the danger of cholera or other 
diseases. .The way to accomplish this 
to the licst advantage la to havo the 
swlno distributed In small colonics, ench 
with n movable house. Have the lots 
of double size, using oae-lialf of each 
Tot during the early part of the season 
and the other half nt the latter pnrt.

This Is particularly true of horses, who 
ltavQ had little work to do. Their own- 
er tins worked on the plan that- If there 
was no work for the horse It shquld 
havo only just enough food to sustain 
life: ho forgets thnt stored-up. vitality 
Is necessary for the anluial to do tho 
heavy spring work of the farm. Tho 
poorly -fed horse cannot give tho ser- 
vices bo would hnve given had he been 
properly nourished, so, after all, It Is 
poor economy to ■ feed too lightly during 
the winter, When this poorly-Jed stock 
Is turned out to- grass, It takes them 
half the summer to get in shape again,, 
and, If they be cows, the milk supply Is 
correspondingly light Here again' Is 
where It does not pay to feed too 
Btlnglly. If the stock on your place 
have not been well fed Ko.at It now;

A complete settlement of laoor troubles 
In Santa ItoSn, Oil., h;i* been reached. 
Tho State Federation of Labor, in order 
to prevent n general strike la tho build- 
ing trades, has accepted the "open shop" 
for six months. 

The International Union of Ship- 
wrights, Joiners and Calkcrs of America 
has put Its foot down .on hasty striken 
by holding that in no Instance shall n 
strike be called without the anncliou of 
the General Executive Board. 

Bricklayers and Masons' International 
convention referred to the State confer- 
ences and locals for report n resolution 
declaring that no union bricklayer -can 
work more than eight hours as the regu- 
lar workday after Muy 1 of next year. 

Tho Xew York locals of bricklayers 
nnd masons' which wero suspended in De- 
cember for refusing to do nway with the 
fircproofing clause In their trade agree- 
ments with the Master Builders* Associa- 
tion, have been reinstated by the national 
body.

Tho Gfgarmakers' Journal has com- 
mended the proposition to turn tho strike 
fund of the Clgnrmnkers' Union Into a 
loan fund for the purposie of cnnbllng 
members of the union, to build homes tor 
themselves or to go Into business. Leading 
officio la of the union also have approved 
the plan. 

Longshoremen In Boston threaten to 
strike unless- their demands are conceded 
by tho steamship companies. The long- 
shoremen demand an Increase of 10 cents 
nn hour to 40 cents on all bulk cargo, 
and C cenU nn hour for additional over- 
time. Tho longshoremen In Boston num- 
ber 4,000. 

Since the successful strike of the grand 
opera 'chorus girls la New York several 
weeks ago their union has been growing 
rapidly. Tho new union is known ns Xo. 
14, of tho Actors' National Protective 
Union, chartered, by tho American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Its members include 
German, French, English and Italian 
singers. 

Tho National Union of Boot and Shoo 
Operatives of Great Britain Is pressing 
forward the demand for nn eight-hour day. 
Notices havo been handed In by most ot 
the branehes throughout England nnd 
Scotlnnd in order to moke the demand a 
national one, and It Is likely to he con- 
sidered by the Board of Conciliation on 
an early date. , 

. 'Nearly all tho iron, steel and tin mills 
of tho Mahoning and Shonango valleys, 
Pa. t are being operated to capacity. Bomo 
now business In finished lines was book- 
ed during the . week. .Whila some con- 
cerns are catching up with orders, other 
mills are still behind. Unless thero Is 
an Interruption in operations, due to a 
strike . of coal miners qr 'other 'serious 
cause, tho mills of the United States will 
bo kept busy throughout the year.

There is a great deal of hot air being 
wasted over the question of whether the 
Census Bureau of the Department of Agri- 
culture wus right in its guesa as to the 
amount of the cotton and other crops. The 
mighty Keep Commission has been put on 
the trail of both departments to see which 
one was right, and so far - as anyone can 
aee, the only way the two guesses can be 
compared is by comparing them with each 
other. There does not seem to be any 
other standard of comparison in the conn- 
try unless the Keep Commission wants to 
go into the crop reporting business itself. 
It would seem to the outsider that both of 
the departments in question have a good 
deal better work to do than guessing at 
future crops for the benefit of a lot of stnek 
gamblers. The Department of Agriculture 
bus done a lot of good work recently in 
soil inoculation, though that is a little 
understood matter up-to-date bo for the 
general public is concerned. It has done, 
good work in plant breeding, increased 
the corn crop, brought in now and valuable 
breeds of wheat and other grains, and 
paved the way to doubling the cotton crop. 
It hon helped the former in many practical 
ways and it looks as though the depart- 
ment could pnt in ita time and spend the 
government money to better advantage 
thun in speculating on tho size of tho crops 
that are going to be raised for the benefit 
of a lot of men who deal in grain and 
cotton that thoy never see and make paper 
fortunes by seeing who can come nearest 
to the department's next guess. In the 
same way tho Census Bureau has done and 
is doing a valuable work. It is essential 
that vital statistics be complied and that a 
record of the manufactures be kept and 
that tally ah&uld be made of the population 
of the cities and of the corn try. The 
Census Bureau serves no better end by 
guessing at tbo crop conditions than does 
the Department of Agriculture, and the 
question of which one ia nearer the mark 
really matters very little. The beat thing 
the government could do would be to settlo 
• . the dispute by abolishing the crop collect- 
ing business in both departments and let 
each keep to Borne legitimate work and 
help along the prosperity of the country 
instead of catering to the activity of the 
Produce Exchange.

"Tlie famine In Japan." the stn^mient 
says, "which has been considered Tor sotuo 
time moderately serious, is now known, 
as the result of reliable private advices 
received by the New York State Itcd 
Cross, to be one of the most terrible atar- 
vn lion rmorgcneles of modem times. 

"The failure of rice crops, which at one 
time wns believed to be limited to certain 
classes only, in the northern provinces, 
lias been found to he general in those parts 
of Japan, and conservative estimates place 
the i'uunbor, «f starving Japanese at from 
800,000 to 3,(KH),(K)0 iiersons. For those, 
owing to extended rains' lust sn muter 
which hnve ruined the rice and other food 
crops, there Is absolutely un relief lit si^ht 
im til next October, when a new harvest 
will be available. ^ * 

"As If this were not bad enough, the 
present whiter bns been one of the most 
severe in Japan In many years. JXhe sum 
of $ia,OjJO,000 will be required to save tfa 
Japanese, (-01111 try jieoplc. 'lliis is estl- 
mated by nllowiug for 11 cost ot ten cents 
per .person per day." 

A sjiecial meeting of the Jajianese fnm» 
im 1 committee lias been .called fur Mon- 
day. The. committee is now considering 
whether it is wise tq. undertake the collec- 
tion and transportation of food as well as

Nowhero In the world Is the feeling 
so strong against nonunion labor as in 
the anthracite field. Thirty yours have 
not sufficed to wliw u way the ftlgiiin 
of one day's work "in. the diggings" 
during the first strike In the region. -In 
churches and In schools .children arc. 
mado to feel the weight mid force of 
the unwritten law ngnlust nonunion In- 
boT and soclnl obliteration Is. the por- 
tion of nil who set aside tlie. custom 
of the region. 

Illinois Miner* Quit. 

Without demonstration of any kind, 
but quietly ns for n holldny, 1150 conl 
mines In Illinois 'closed . down. The 
53,000 miners employed In the shafts 
renin! ned nt their homes Jn pursunnce 
ot the strike Instructions Issued from 
the Springfield licadnuurters. Conl dig- 
ging came to an nbrupt standstill prac- 
tically throughout the State, 

At the outset of the strike, at least, 
violence Is not expected.

The urgent deficiency 
bill wns passed and a Tew- paragraphs of 
the legislative appropriation hill, were con- 
sidered, Messrs. Prince and Hardwlck 
continuing to defeat many provisions by 
point of order. A bill jsmultting the 
building ot a, dam across tbe Bt. Joseph 
river in Iler'rlcn county, Michigan, was 
passed. 

Mr. Knox made bis fi n't set speech la 
the Semite Wednesday, bis subject being 
tbe railroad rate bill, nnd lie dealt al- 
most exclusively with the legal feature* 
of the problem. The conference report 
on tho bill regulating the final disposi- 
tion of the affairs of the Five. Civilized 
Tribes of Indians wns taken up, and 
much objection was expressed (o many of 
the changes. Messrs. La Follettc, Clark 
(Wyo,) nnd Tillman voiced disapproval 
of the provision authorizing tbe Secretary 
of tbo Interior to lease the coal lands, 
Tito mutt it was still under discussion 
when the Semite, at 5:32 p. in., went Into 
cxc(.nt,Ive session, to adjourn a few min- 
utes later. In order tlmt the legislative, 
executive nnd Judicial appropriation bill 
might be considered without being subject 
to limitless points of order, the House 
passed n rule' prohibiting that method of 
lighting tbe measure, by a vote of 100 to 
100, twenty Republicans voting with tha 
minority.

In shipping, live poultry It Is a good 
plan to grade the shipment Tbe fowls 
Bhould be fed all they will eat Just 
prior to shipment and for thl8 purpose 
no better feed can he found than shelled 
corn.

'of. .water. A shipper Informs us 1 thai' 
125 pounds of live poultry will consume' 
8 pounds of shelled com on n 300- 
mlle Journey.
